Meyer had been reported out of 
the country, and the subcommittee 
previously had been making ef- 
forts to find him to Issue a sum- 
mons. 
At a closed preliminary Inquiry 
June 3, Meyer laid before the sub- 
committe various purported ex- 
pense accounts of parties at which 
he said high government offlcals 
were entertained. 
Before he conferred with Kaiser 


Meigs cald, the army and navy had 
examined his. plans and "decided. U 
was, completely. Impossible of »c- 
cbniplffhment and Impractical."

He said the subcommittee is con- 
cerned specifically with "pre-con- 
tract negotiations, the award, per- 
formance, and termination of the 
contracts." 
When $13,000,000 hod been spent 
in less than two years, Ferguson 
said, a new contract was negotiat- 
ed with the Hughes Tool Co. for 
complatlon of one of the craft at a 
total cost of $18,000,000 or less. 
Not Yet Flown. 
"This flying boat project was 


initiated to aid in the war effort." 
Ferguson declared. "Now, two 
years after the end of the war, and 
almost five years since the begin- 
ning of the project, the boat nan 
not yet been flown." 
The other Hughes contract, he 


continued, was one with the war 
department for 101 photo-recon- 
naisance planes at a coat of about 
$70,000,000. 
That phase 
of 
the 
contract calling for 98 production 
models was later cancelled, but the 
Hughes Tool Co, continued to work 
on two experimental models, be 
said. 
First Plane Crashed. 


"On July T, 1946, the first experi- 
mental plane crashed on its initial 
test flight, Ferguson said. "The 
Hughes Tool company IB now test- 
ing the second experimental plane, 
but that plane has not as yet been 
accepted or delivered to the army 
air forces. Approximately $22,000.- 
000 of government funds have been 
expended or obligated on this pho- 
to-reconnaissance plane 
project. 
This amount includes $8,600,000 In 
termination costs."

Ferguson

said the long-pnedlng Inquiry is 
aimed at finding- out why the gov- 
ernment spent $40,000,000 on con- 
tracts with Kaiser and Howard 
Hughes for planes not yet In use 
by the armed services. 
Plan "Not Practical."
